HOLD UP 
PROJECTS

Action was held up on several 
projects by the Planning Com­ 
mission last week. In every case 
a committee was appointed to 
study the feasibility of the re­ 
quests.

Alla'n N. Young requested p«r- 
miasion to build six houses on 
lot 76, LaFresa Tract. This prop­ 
erty is located on the northeast 
corner of 188th street and Yu­ 
kon Ave. in an A-l zone. He 
wanted t<? build the houses with 
756 square feet of floor area in­ 
stead of the minimum of 800 
square feet as provided by city 
ordinance. Planning commission­ 
er Beverly Smith appointed com­ 
missioners H. R. Black, Luther 
Mumford, and John Salm to look 
Into the matter.

Request of R. G. and J. E. 
Miller for a zone changje for lot 
2, block 8, tract 4070 which is 
located on the south side of Tor­ 
rance Blvd. between Crenshaw 
Blvd. and Date Ave., was denied. 
Secretary of th« Commission 
Earl Lloyd pointed out that ex­ 
ceptions in this area are handl­ 
ed by variance rather than zone 
changes.

Permits Fall Off
Building permits for single 

dwellings have dropped better 
than 100% during 1951 as com­ 
pared with the year 1950. In 
1950, 2,108 homes were built In 
Torrance.

Up to November of this year, 
figures show that 825 permits 
hav« been taken out to date.

It is estimated by building de­ 
partment personnel that from 
200 to 500 permits may be taken 
out between now and the close 
of the current year which would 
bring the figures for this year 
up over 1,000.

Various reasons for the decline 
in building have been forthcom­ 
ing. Some city hall officials be­ 
lieve that priorities and the lack 
of cheap property are beginning 
to slow down the mushrooming 
of tract and individual homes.

Several of- the large subdivid- 
ers say that they are being sty­ 
mied between the Planning Com­ 
mission and City Council and 
are losing their interest in Tor­ 
rance.

Even with the slowdown in 
building activity, Torrance is bet­ 
ter than holding its own in the 
California picture. 
PERMIT BREAKDOWN

From November, J950 through 
October, 1951, there were 1,619 
single dwelling permits applied 
for in Torrance. A breakdown of

the building permits for single 
homes follows:

North Torrance, 551; Central 
Torrance, 679; Seaside, 179; Hoi*1 
lywood Riviera, 137, and Wal- 
teria, 73.

Subdivisions which are active 
include Truman Browne, com­ 
pleting 150 homes and the Com­ 
munity Airport Tract in North 
Torrance, ready to break ground 
for 55 homes.

The January Company's 129 
home tract is being held up be­ 
tween the City Council and 
Planning Commission. It is be­ 
lieved that Bowles and Company 
may break ground in the near 
future for 500 homes, just west 
of the Truman Browne tract.

Benner Favors 
Water Vacation

"Torrance's present water sys­ 
tem was quite suitable for a 
population of 10,000 but it is en­ 
tirely inadequate for today's 
population of 31,000 or the anti­ 
cipated population of 90,000 for 
1960," Torrance Fire Chief J. J. 
Benner disclosed.

Benner afao pointed out that 
an adequate water system plays 
a great part in the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters for 
establishing the city's rating of 
fire insurance. The chief said, 
"As a taxpayer and chief of the 
Torrance Fire Department, I 
urge every adult to get out and j 
vote for more water for our fast 
growing city."

Benner pointed out that the 
city of Torrance is ^confronted 
with a serious shortage of avail­ 
able) water and pressure for fire 
fighting purposes. The city has 
grown to a great degree and will 
continue growing if we install 
an adaquate water system to 
protect lives, homes, schools, fac­ 
tories and the merchantile dis­ 
trict of the city.

The Water Election on Janu­ 
ary 8 is aimed to get a "yes" 
from the citizens for more stor­ 
age tanks, more mains, and more 
pumps. The election will also de­ 
cide on a ten million gallon res­ 
ervoir in South Torrance and a 
twenty-four inch pipeline run­ 
ning up and down Crenshaw 
Blvd., designed to give the water 
system a backbone.

One serious bottleneck of the 
fire fighting system is at the 
junction of 190th and Crenshaw 
avenue, where the Metropolitan 
Water enters North Torranoe. 
Installation of four twelve-inch 
pressure reducing valves, con­ 
trols, and meters, at 19,0th and 
Western, as suggested in the 
election, will be a valuable fire 
safety measure, Benner believes.
